The first clock in our souse of tho word 


w:cms to hnvo boon (for we are not suro as 
lo what clocks they wcro which In 872 
the Venetian? invented, of which they sent 
a tifucimvii to Constantinople) ono made 
In 1074 for Charles V of Franco. It was 
it very bis one, weighing several hundred- 
weight, and iiuidu by a converted Aruh, 
named Henry do Vic, und those who arc 
curious muy ilnd full dotuils ill Froissurt. 
This clock WHS put up in the round tower 
of the pabcc, und for months vast crowds 
ussi'inblcd to wutch the novolty-'s action 
and details.. It is not with this, however, 
or any of tjic succeeding efforts of clock- 
makers this*we are concerned, but nt a far 
anterior date with the contrivances by 
which men measured time and supplied in 
some degree tho place of the clock. And 
buck to remotest ugcs must we go. 


The water clock, otherwise tho elopsy-" 


dra, 
seems, unless the Egyptologists find 


something fresh in that land of incessant 
discoveries from tho most far mists of 
time, to havo been tho first scientific effort 
at noting tho hours. A good many pooplo 
talk glibly about the clepsydra who neither 
know its precise construction nor the na- 
tion who have tho credit of constructing 
it. That belongs to the Assyrian, and ns 
far back a* nt least over 8,600 years ago 
the clepsydra was used in Nineveh under 
tho swuy of tho second Sardunapalua. 
It 


was a brass vessel of cylindrical shape, 
holding several gallons of watervwhicb 
could only emerge through ono tiny hole 
in tho side. Thus the trickling of the fluid 
nmrkcd u certain amount of time, aiid the 
wiiter was emptied about half a dozen 
times per diem. In Nineveh there was ono 
at tho palac-c, and ono in each principal 
district. These wcro oil filled by signal 
from a \vatehniim on a tower at the mo- 
ment of Buurise. und each hud an atteiid- 
unt, whose business was to refill tho 
clepsydra ns BOOH us it was emptied, the 
fact being announced by criers, much as 
in tho lust century tho watchman drowsily 
shouted tho hours nt night throughout the 
streets of London. Some live centuries 
luter an anonymous genius mado a great 
improvement by inserting toothed wheels, 
which revolving turned two hands on a 
dial in clock fashion, thus showing tho 
progress of tho time, which from ono till- 
ing to emptying averaged 2)4 hours. In 
this shape tho clepsydra,, which was then 
chiefly procurable in Egypt, became intro- 
duced to various other nations, including 
Komo, whero it flourished with various 
splendid embellishments until tho end of 
the umpire. 


Tho tsuudial stands next In tho order of 


timo to tho clepsydra. It was invented at 
Alexandria- some five centuries und a half 
B. C. Unliko the water clock, it flourished 
through all the centuries, oven unto our 
own days, where it fitly adorns innny a 
fitatoly or simple old world garden and 
smooth shady lawn. 
It was naturally of 


greater constant uso In other climes than 
thoso of our "brumous" islu, from tho fur 
larger amount <if sunshine thoso enjoyed. 
But somo lino and famous sundinls have 
long existed within tho runlin, nnd tho in- 
scriptions have uot buen thoir least charm 
of tho past. 


During tho dark ages tho clepsydra 


seems to havo vanished with the Homai) 
empire. Its reintroduction into Kurope is 
duo to that hero of our young dnys, tho 
Cullph Huroun-al-Knschid, the famous po- 
tctitato of Uugdiul having sent in tho year 
807 a splendid specimen to Charlemagne. 
But just about or a little before this timo 
franco hud hit on another mode of mark- 
ing timo by tho invention of the hour- 
glass, destined to ns long an existence as 
tho sundial. Indeed, properly made, this 
was a valuable and occuruto timepiece, 
provided it wns regularly turned.

Alfred the Grout hit 
pon a method of measuring timo which 
sows that there was no Saxon ono, though 
ery probably some of the monasteries 
then the only homes of knowledge) were 
cquiiintcd with water clocks and hour- 
lusses, if not by practical knowledge at 
ny rato by hearsay. However, the king- 
om in general followed Alfred's plan, 
?hich, though ingenious, necessarily lack- 
d anything like the accuracy of the other 
nventions. Yet the king's idea was hailed 
,s o wonderful effort of genius, which, lor 
uch an era nnd by comparison with the 
fenoral ignorance, it was. As every school- 
)oy (in this case literally) knows, Alfred 
narked timo by rushlights. A long ex- 
stence, by the way. has tho rushlight ea- 
oyed, seeing that middle aged people still 
remember its uso in the nursery at 
night, and tho reflection of the circular 
loles in the tall metal shades on tho cell- 
ng. Alfred, says an ancient authority, 
'that he might properly know how the 
lours passed, mado use of burning tapers 
which wero marked with lines, and fixed 
n lanthornSj an expedient invented by 
himself" (so, by the way, were In 802 the 
anthorns of scraped born, which still 
some old fashioned rustics prefer to glass). 
But tapers, however, wero then very ox- 
jenuve. Tho king might himself use 
:hese, but probably the rushlight was used

Of all primitive methods of telling the 


time, however, the most curious and 
among the most ancient existed in China, 
and ns tho "cycle of Cathay" has revolved 
unaltered for nges no wonder it is still in 
use thoro. Time was guessed by recourse 
lo the harmless necessary cat. 
By exam- 


ination of her eye tbo Chinaman could 
and can make a fair shot at the hour by 
inspection of the creature's pupil. At noon 
it is said completely to contract, so that a 
thin hairlikc perpendicular line only de- 
notes tho pupil, which again after noon 
begins to dilate.

nitus is, of course, comparatively modem.

[Dgenalty Exercised In M»Wnf 


t»I'Sweetmeat* For Table D«eor»tlon. 
Anciently great Ingenuity was exercised 


In the nmkiiiK of ornaniental gwccdncato 
for tahlo decoration. At «rcnt banquet* a 
"mibtilty" or "sotelty" or "sotillee," ns 
it was variously termed—an elaborate de- 
vice In sugar or pastry, or in both, closed 
tvich course, and this device usually bore 
•onio reference, humorous or otherwise, to 
tho occasion of the entertainment. It was 
to ornament the magnificent feast* which 
represented gastronomic' taste and lavish 
expenditure during the reigns of William 
Kufus, Henry III, Richard II nnd Henry 
IV, thnt subtelles wcro invented. At the 
coronation feaat of Henry V, In 1421, them 
was a subtilteo of "a pelican Bitting on 
her nest with her young, "and "an Image 
ot St. Catherine holding a book and did 
putlng with the doctors."

situation in New Kitgla-nd And its relo.- 
'tioTus to the Dingley tariff law. He w-as 
satisfied that tihe trouble was not due to 
the operation of the tariff law, but to 
quite different causes.
